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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly added limitations to claims 8 and 25 require further consideration from the examiner. The claim 
scope has changed and this necessarily requires further consideration from the examiner.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is found to be non-persuasive. With respect to 
the 1 12,2nd rejection of claims 7-9, the trigger even is claimed but is not used in any manner by any of the method steps. What structure 
is defined by a trigger event? This is an intangible thing so it cannot be considered to be reciting any structure. With respect to any 
method steps, none are recited using the trigger event. In this case, one wishing to avoid infringement would not know if the trigger event 
is required to be infringing the claim or if the trigger event is purely non-functional descriptive material that is just descriptive in nature. 
This is not clear. With respect to the argument for claim 9, in the opinion of the examiner the 103 rejection and the obviousness statement 
have not been addressed. The examiner has stated that the argued limitation is obvious and provided an explanation as to why. 
Applicant has just argued that Hastings does not disclose what is claimed. This is not persuasive. With respect to the argument for 
claims 30-34, the claim does not recite that the URL is embedded in a notification as has been argued. The claim recites an embedded 
URL "or" an electronic response filed in the notification. The examiner believes that the prior art rejection satisfies what is claimed. The 
arguments for claims 8 and 25 are non-persuasive because they are based on claim language that is not being entered due to the raising 
of new issues . 
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
